In the above-identified patent application, applicants have received a 
Notification Of Defective Response dated August 8, 2007 - copy enclosed. 

This Notice states that the English translation of the application currently 
on file with the United States Patent and Trademark Office is defective in that the 
number of claims contained therein is different to the number of claims in the 
International application. This is because the English translation of the International 
application as filed with the initial patent application in the U.S. Patent Office on August 
17, 2006 was modified to remove the improper use of multiple dependent claims. The 
removal of these multiple dependent claims resulted in the addition of nine new claims 
bringing the total number of claims in the English version of the international application 
to 15, as opposed to the six claims shown in the International application.
